7. Discussion; The Director reported that he and 
General Cabell had been approached by Messrs. Macy and Perry 
of the Bureau, who are concerned that the Bureau is not doing 
an adequate job of screening the intelligence budget. The Bureau 
feels a need for such expert guidance as would enable it to evolve 
an intelligent picture of just what constitutes intelligence and how 
much should be spent by the various agencies for specific intelli- 
gence functions. The Director stated he had made it clear that 
he had reservations as to just how to go about such a process, but 
that there might be benefit in having the Bureau representatives 
discuss the matter with the lAC members as a group.
